Subject.— Import of spare parts by manufacturers of machinery against 
Licences for component parts held by them . 

No. 59-ITC(PN)/60. —It has been represented by the manufaeturers/assemblers 
who have a manufacturing programme of complete machinery that under the 
•existing policy they are not able to import spare parts of the machinery and as 
such they are unable to meet the guarantee obligations for the aftersale service 
of complete machinery sold by them. In order to meet this difficulty, it has been 
decided that such manufacturers/assemblers can, if they so desire, use part of 
the component parts licence held by them for the import of the spare, parts for 
which there is no indigenous angle and/or for which the manufacturers/ 
assemblers have no phased programme of manufacture and provided further that 
■they do not require any extra foreign exchange for their manufacturing pro¬ 
gramme. Such of the assemblers who wish to avail of this facility may approach 
the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports Headquarters licensing Division for 
necessary endorsement on tneir valid licences for component parts, giving details 
of spare parts required to be impoi ted and the value thereof.
